And unless he qualifies for the vote and ex­ 
ercises this right of suffrage he will not be able to express 
that Interest, his desires in regard to conduct of public ot- 
1 ice or his judgment as to the most available and best qual­ 
ified candidates. 
In the final analysis our government is good or bad 
depending on the type of men who are charged with the 
responsibility of administering it. 
If men are placed in 
public office who regard it merely as a sinecure or who 
have some s< lfi h and concealed purpose to serve, then we 
are liable lo have poor if not maladministration of public 
affairs. 
But if men who are upright and above board in 
their dealings and who regard public office as a public 
trust, are placed in office then we may expect proper ad­ 
ministration. 
In vie ,v of this fundamental fact, it is highly important 
that every resident of this county qualify to vote in this
